We Still Have the Big Things 
For Which to Be Thankful 


It’s a long way from 1621, from the first Thanksgiving Day 
of the Pilgrims. Three hues and thirty-six years have changed 


the face of the world and the ways of mankind in it. 


We can compare the Mayflower's voyage to the flight of a jet) 
transport, the log house to the skyscraper, the precarious scat- 
tered settlements of the castern seaboard to the mighty nation 


of 170 million spanning a continent, 


Such comparisons are obvious for Thanksgiving Day, 1957, 
and they might lead us to ask.

But, still, like the Pilgrims, we can be thankful for survival 
to this day, for the right of cach individual to think his own 
thoughts and to continue his own struggle in his own way, be- 
holden to no one but himself and God. 

In 1621, the Pilgrims found mere survival an achievement 
ih their battle with the forces of nature. Today, while nature 
rarely is our enemy, there are other forces that threaten our exist- 
ence. That we are here to see this day and to hope for tomorrow 


is one cause for thanks. 


The Pilgrims knew by expericnce the value of freedom © 
thought. It was to gain that freedom that they had fled their 
established lives to face an unknown world. Today, too, with halt 
the’ world in bondage, we can be thankful for the privilege ol 
thinking our own thoughts, 

In those carly days, too, it was up to the individual to do his 
own part in creating his way of life. Like them and like the later 
pioneers, we still enjoy the opportunity of self-reliance, to do our 
best with God’s help and to take pride in achievement. Again, 
withithe example of millions who must rely on a super state, we 
can be thankful for this freedom to stand on our own two feet as 
men.

These arrangements were put 
into effect with some hardship 
io other aciivities, occ ned 
by a district-wide shortage of 
classrooms and a tight operating 
budget. I think we are all glad 
we put the priorities where we 
did. 

We all know that special science 
classes in seventh and eighth 


}orades are only part of the op- 
| portunity there is to awaken in 


our students an interest and un- 
derstanding of science and the sci- 
entific method. For one thing, 
science and the scientific method 


jare dependent upon mathematics. 


Both science and arithmetic in- 
struction should be carried out to 
enhance each other 

Secondiy. methods must be used 
to show that both science and 
mathematies are creative activi- 
s with an ever-advancing fron- 
tier. Students even at elementary 
level must get an opportunity to 
participate in the exciting pro- 
cess of curiosity, experiment, hy- 
pohesis, discovery and proof. 

Since we believe in giving in- 
dividuals the information and 
ideas that will allow them to 
choose their own life work, we 
need to be sure science is pre- 
sented in a favorable light. 

Fortunately I believe the coun- 
try is maturing out of the phase 
in which scientists and engineers 
were regarded as odd balls. 

In the USSR the scientist is at 
the top of all professions in pres- 
tige and salary. Little wonder 
that the top students there are 
attracted into technical work. 

While we may not go that far, 
I believe there are little things 
each school board can do to en- 
hance the stature of and enthusi- 
asm for science and mathematics; 
such things as awards and prizes. 
We should find what these things 
are and make them a part of our 
policies. 

What further modifications in 
our policies should this district 
consider? Basically we must 
look to our professional educa- 
tors to make the specific pro- 
posals to us. 

However, our board can sug- 
gest to the school administration 
an appropriate scope for their re- 
view. It is with this in mind that 
I offer to fellow board members 
a five-point program for guiding 
a review to be made in responding 
to President Eisenhower’s sugges- 
nS 

The district should reappraise 
ae only the amount and content 
of its science instruction, but also 
the effectiveness of teaching 
methods used. The purpose of 
this is to see that there is appro- 
priate emphasis on science and 
that it is being communicated in 
a way that motivates the students. 

2. The district should insure 
that its mathematics instruction 
supports the science instruction. 

3. The district should estab- 
lish a long range plan for up- 

ading the science teaching 
capabilities of its faculty, by 
summer courses, by selective re- 
cruitment, and by other means. 

4. The district should actively 
seek the best guidance material 
on science instruction from all 
possible sources. The Superin- 
tendent should report to us on the 
value of these materials. It may 
be that boards across the country 
are going to have to ask that 
agencies such as the U.S. Office 
of Education take more leader- 
ship in this area. 

5. The district should find 
means for enhancing the prestige 
of science, of science teachers and 
of good science students.
